Ordinance to Increase Salaries of 


Members of Fire Department Halted 


After Placed on Second Reading 


OPINION OF ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Courcilmen State That They Are 


Pleased With The New Lighting 


System.—Other Business. 


The tests which have been made by 
the Electric Light Company of the new 
arc and tungsten street lamps have 
proven satisfactory and there is no 
reason to believe but that the new 
system will be a success. 
The tirst 
test of the new magnetite arc lamps 
was made last night and it was clear­ 
ly seen that they will give a much 
stronger and better light than old 
* type of arc lamps which were in use 
for so many years. 
All of the new 
lamps have snot yet been placed in 
position, and when the system is com­ 
pleted Seymour will be one of the best 
illuminated cities in Indiana. 
Since the lamps have been hung it 
seems that several of the blocks in 
the city are not as light as was antic­ 
ipated and after all the lights have 
been placed there may be a redistri­ 
bution of lamps in a few places. 
No 
provision was made for a light on 
llustedt street, and the residents in 
that part of the city are desirious of 
having at lea*«t one lamp. 
Calls have 
also been made for lights on several 
other streets. 
In 
order 
to 
ascertain 
if 
the 
lights are 
properly 
distributed the 
council will make a personal investi­ 
gation. When the system is completed 
the members will examine each cir- : 
cuit and then make their recommenda­ 
tions. 
According to the system used 
there are three circuits, two for the 
tungsten lamps and one for the arcs, j 
The council will have the electrical 
Engineer C. A. Tripp, of Indianapolis, 
to come and investigate the plant a f­ 
ter-it is completed. 
Mr. Tripp was 
the engineer who prepared the plans 
for the new system and who gave 
written opinion regarding bids which 
were tiled. 
He is a competent elec­ 
trician and the council will depend 
largely upon him for an opinion as 
to whether the plant lias been put in 
according to the franchise. 
While 
the members of the council a> well as 
the citizens, can tell whether the s y s ­ 
tem is satisfactory »is far as the lights 
are concerned the services of an elec­ 
trician are required to pass upon the 
machinery which is used. 
The manager of the plant expects 
to have the system completed before 
February 9, the date when the new 
system must be in operation to com­ 
ply with the contract with the city.

ulation of Springdale, her main — uI»- 
nrb is far greater than of Madison. 
“ Robert J. Elvin at one time did all 
tin* clerical work for the Madison A 
1 ndiana|H>lis railroad. 
His otfi«*e was ( 
in North Madison, when that town | 
was called ‘The Depot’ instead of j 
North Madison. a> at present. 
All , 
freight for the north and northwest j 
was handled in

from the, 
Mailison wharf up tin* Michigan roa«l 
to the ‘depot.* 
“ Madison had a ‘state puli' in those 
days, and the state built the railroad 
and Michigan road to Lake Michigan, 
and Madisonians have gradually for 
years taken advantage of these two 
avenues of travel to escape.

her of the neighbors attempted to ex- 
! tiaguish the tire, but were unsuccess­ 
ful. 
The granary is hut a short dis- 
tan«*«» from the residence, and tearing 
that thi- would also he destroyed most 
of the furniture wa* carrie«! into the 
field. 
A telephone message w a s 
the <‘itv tire department as 
aid. 
It was suggested that 
fire engine h«* sent to the fire 
«Miuld be secured from a well near 
the house. 
As it was not advisable 
to use the regular tire team horses 
were secure«! from Willey's Livery 
ban/aml the engine was tak«*n <»ut by 
Mr. W illey.

appellate cou rts, to b e selected b y the 
m em b ers of the cou rts. 
The proposed 
work of the hoard 
shall he b egu n within sixty days after 
the passage of the hill if it b ecomes a 
law. 
T he revision shall b e in the 
hands of a chief reviser and assistants. 
I who shall he selected b y the b oard 
after having passed su ch test of com­ 
petency as may he req u ired b y the 
hoard. 
T he reviser shall hold his of­ 
fice for fou r years, u nless removed lor 
cau se. 
The compensation is to b e de- 
i term!tied b y the b oard. 


To Systematize Work. 


The du ties of the revisers are set 
I ou t as follows. 
To keep in the su 
prem e cou rt lib rary a loose leaf set of

merits, with notes of cou rt decisions 
relating thereto, with complete card 
Indices pertaining to su ch sections; to 
formu late arid prepare a definite plan 
for the order, classification, a rra n ge ­ 
m ent and printing of the statu tes and 
session laws; to revise su ch parts of 
the statu tes as m ay he directed b y the 
b oard du ring su ch time as the legisla­ 
tu re is not in session, to he considered 
b y the b oard in Se pte m b e r preceding 
any session of the general assem b ly 
and su b seq u ently laid b efore assem b ly 
for ratification within five days after 
the convening thereof; to co-operate 
with the legislative reference d e pa rt­ 
m ent of the sta te lib rary du ring the 
sessions of the general assem b ly to 
aid the m e m b e rs in su ch m a n n e r as 
m ay b e req u ired b y them.

Rememb er that a woman’s 
good name, perhaps her life, depends 
upon your efforts.’ 
“ I went at the m atter systematically, 
first procuring a list of the drug stores 
within reach of Mr. Townsend’s resi­ 
dence. 
He had lived in his country 
place surrounded b y villages in which 
there were drug stores. 
If he wished 
to conceal the fact of his purchases he 
had only to drive to one of these towns 
sufficiently distant that lie should not 
b e known there, b uy his drug and car­ 
ry it home himself. 
Though it was a 
poison when taken in large quantities, 
it was proscrib ed b y physicians, and 
an order for it was not in all cases es­ 
sential. 
“ I visited every drug store within a 
radius of twenty miles from his home 
and talked with every proprietor and 
clerk ln all of them. 
Not one of them 
could rememb er any person answering 
to my description of Mr. Townsend, 
and all declared that no such person 
had ever to their knowledge visited 
their store. 
1 hit upon tlie place where 
his wife had b ought the poison she 
was charged with having procured, 
b ut this had all b een worked up b y 
another detective. 
“ I went to Mr. Serimser and re­ 
ported my failure. 
“ “Try the wholesale druggists/ he 
said. 
“ ‘Why should the man have b ought 
the drug at wholesale?’ I asked. 
“ ‘He was mean enough to b uy his 
tab le salt at wholesale/ he replied. 
“To make a search of the wholesale 
drug stores was quite another proposi­ 
tion. 
It was equivalent to a hunt In 
every wholesale drug house in the 
United 
States/ and 
Mr. 
Townsend 
might have b ought the drug in Can­ 
ada. 
Indeed, if he wished to conceal 
his purchases Canada would b e the 
b etter field. 
1 first looked into the ex­ 
press offices ln the places where pack­ 
ages might have b een delivered to him. 
Nothing sent him that could have b een 
a drug appeared on the b ooks of the 
express companies, nor was any such 
receipt on file. 
“The only hope left for Mrs. Town­ 
send was that her husb and had or 
dered the drug sent b y mail. 
I pm- 
cured a list of all the wholesale drug 
houses in the United States and Can­ 
ada and sent a letter to each asking if 
they had ever filled orders for the drug 
found in his stomach, giving also the 
reason why I wished to know. 
It was 
an enormous work for them to hunt 
the m atter up, b ut since a life might 
hang upon their efforts nearly all re­ 
plied that they would make a thorough 
search. 
“ Do you know that three different 
drug houses, two in the United States 
and one ln Canada, wrote me that on 
several occasions they had sent Town­ 
send pound packages of the drug

question. 
“ That settled the matter. Mrs. Town­ 
send was discharged.”

The amount of the subsidy to he 
paid in any one year, however, is limit­ 
ed to $4,000,000, and under no circum­ 
stances shall exceed the amount of 
money received on account of foreign 
mails. 
This is the first important ad­ 
ministration measure to he passed by 
the senate this session.
